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Mint Sheet File 


VERY collector has use for a safe and satisfactory file for holding his mint 
1D sheets. Mint sheets can not be mounted satisfactorily except at great 
expense, yet must be fully protected to preserve their value, to prevent 
breakage and to keep them from becoming stuck down and thus losing their gum. 


A Mint Sheet File Unit 


Consists of a substantial File Case of the Bellows or Expansion Type, and is made 
of Heavy Red Wallet Stock, the strongest and most substantial material for cases 
of this type. The-case has a large flap with a tape tie. Size is 10'2x12% inches 
and with reasonable care will last a lifetime. 

The File Case has space for five Mint Sheet Holders which are made with an 
extra heavy art paper cover of a rich Terra Cotta color, printed on the front with 
suitable inscription for recording contents of the file. 

Within the cover are ten double pages which form pockets, being closed at 
the bottom to prevent sheets from slipping or sliding out when handling, thus 
guarding against injury to the sheet. 

The Mint Sheet Holders are 1214x10 inches, large enough to hold full sheets. 
The pages are made of a transparent parchment paper with quarter inch ribbed 
lines breaking the surface of the paper. This irregular surface has a two-fold 
purpose,—it prevents the sheets from becoming stuck to the pages, which is apt 
to happen with a plain, smooth glassine paper, and it permits air circulation 
between the sheets and the pages thus assuring normal temperature and proper 
air condition throughout the file, a feature which no similar sheetholder offers. 

If desired the pocket pages may be slit at the bottom thus making 20 plain 
single pages. However, the pocket feature is highly desirable, and prevents 
damage to the sheet by preventing it from slipping or sliding from the file. 

Two sheets may be placed in each pocket, thus providing an excellent hous- 
ing for 20 mint sheets and providing the maximum of protection. 

The Mint Sheet File is sold as a single Unit, which consists of One File Case 
and five Sheet Holders, thus having a capacity of 100 mint sheets. By interleaf- 
ing with glassine to protect the gum, more sheets can be stored in this file. 

The File Case or Single Sheet Holders can be bought separately if desired.

logical victim and Cakebau forthwith 
offered his islands to the government 
at London. But the English were not 


to be done in without a struggle and 
Cakebau was left to stew in his 
troubles for a few more years. 


The old chief finally was prevailed 
upon to accept Christianity with the 


implied promise that the change in 
religion probably would improve his 


position. The charm failed to work 
and he again appealed to Great Bri- 
tain and finally the United States to 
relieve him of his royal job. England 
still held aloof; the United States 
wanted cash, not cannibal islands. 

But the arrival of more English 
subjects made necessary a solid gov- 
ernment in the islands and England 
was finally forced to assume control 
of Fiji in 1874. So you see how a 
little thing like a Fourth of July cele- 
bration can alter the course of his- 
tory. I have been unable to learn if 
the United States ever collected the 
$50,000 or if the claim went the way 
of the war debts.

Unheralded by the fanfare of trum- 
pets, April 3rd, last, marked the 75th 
anniversary of the Pony Express; the 
most magnificent attempt of man to 
conquer time and distance. It would 
be difficult to select any one incident 
in our history which contributed in so 
large a degree to the welding of our 


country into its present unity. Con- 
ceived by a private enterprise and 
carried out at terrific financial loss, 


without assistance or promise of same 


from the government, the Pony Ex- 
press broke down the barriers of! 


time, conquered the rugged peaks of 
the Sierras and the Rockies to carry 
the precious mail from coast to coast 


on an established schedule of ten 
days. Not once during the time in 


which the Pony Express was operated 
was this schedule broken and en at 
least one occasion the time was re- 
duced to seven days and seventeen 
hours. 

Even with the modern means of 
transportation at our disposal, it is 
hard to imagine that such speed was 
accomplished by man and beast alone. 
This was no sinecure, no mere case of 
fine animals and fine riding, no beau- 
tiful bridle paths, or hard surfece

roads to cover; but instead, a wilder- 
ness to cross, infested with savages 
always watchful and eager to break 
down the white man’s attempt to con- 
quer the western plains. Two hundred 
and fifty miles a day was the speed of 
the Pony Express; sometimes the 
almost unbelievable speed of 25 miles 
an hour was exacted from the wiry 
ponies as they raced with the wind 
along the Sweet Water, or gingerly 
followed the trail through the moun- 
tain passes. 

There is no parallel in civilized his- 
tory to this remarkable service. Its 
importance to the Union can hardly be 
estimated. Its importance as an inci- 
dent in the development of our vast 
postal system is beyond computing. 
It stands as a classic, a standard of 
service to inspire modern postmen to 
greater achievements. 

It is indeed unfortunate that our 
Government, while postally commemo- 
rating events of far less importance, 
overlooked the opportunity of a spe- 
cial stamp to commemorate the Dia- 
mond Jubilee of the Pony Express. It 
is likewise commendable that the Ore- 
gon Trail Memorial Association, a 
group of private citizens, have or- 
ganized to carry on the work of per- 
manently marking the Pony Express 
Route, that this historic episode shall 
not become a forgotten memory; and 
to the Oregon Trail Association must 
go the credit for remembering the 
Diamond Jubilee by arranging a 
series of celebrations along the Route 
so that this summer shall witness 
again the exciting times of 75 years 
ago when the news from home de- 
pended on the efforts of a wiry horse- 
man and his willing beast. Once again 
the old Route will resound to the 
pound of ponies’ hoofs; once more 
man and beast will match their speed 
against time; for this summer the 
Boy Scouts of America will re-ride the 
trail and seek to best the records es- 
tablished by the intrepid horsemen so 
long ago. Will they succeed in better- 
ing the record? Who knows?  Ev- 
eryvthing is in their favor, the roads 
are good, the trail is easy to follow; 
but even so, the Boy Scouts will find 
it no easy matter to ride as probably 
no man has ever ridden before or 
since.

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ciation writes from Utah. “We will 
Express in connection with the Boy 
Seout Silver Jamboree. This will oc- 
eur, in all probability, about the 10th 
to the 20th of August. The exact 
dates, however, are not settled. The 
run will go over the old trail from 
Sacramento through Carson City, 
Nevada, on to Salt Lake; thence to 
Casper, Wyoming; Scottsbluff, North 
Platte, Fort Kearney to Fairbury, all 
of these places are in Nebraska, and 
then on to Marysville and Seneca, 
Kansas, to the eastern terminal at 
St. Joseph, Missouri. It is our hope 
that we shall stage celebrations to 
greet the young riders as they come 
through these various centers on the 
old Pony Express trail. This is an- 
other detail that has not been com- 
pletely worked out. 

“Our Pony Express Diamond Jubi- 
lee began with a series of celebra- 
tions over the country staged on 
April 3rd, the 75th anniversary of 
the starting of the Pony Express. Ob- 
servance of this historical event will 
continue until October 24th which is 
the anniversary date of the linking 
of the wires that made our first trans- 
continental telegraph. The plan is 
to co-operate with the Western Union 
which sponsored that first coast to 
coast telegraph in some of the cele- 
brations. The telegraph and_ the 
Pony Express, of course, are very 
closely linked together. During the 
fall celebration we shall have the co- 
operation of the schools throughout 
the country. They will be in session 
at that time. I find that the interest 
is growing by leaps and bounds. We 
shall be able, I hope, to announce 
shortly some very significant events 
connected with this Diamond Jubilee.” 

As a major part of these celebra- 
tions, the Oregon Trail Association 
have commissioned the Coin Dept. of 
the Scott Stamp & Coin Company to 
strike an official medal in nickel sil- 
ver, as a means of raising funds with 
which to construct permanent markers 
along the Pony Express route. 

In the past it has been the custom 
for the government to strike com- 
memorative Half Dollars which were 
sold to the public at from One to Two 
Dollars each. Because of the wide- 
spread interest in the Pony Express, 
the Oregon Trail Association, spon- 
sors of the Diamond Jubilee celebra- 
tion, have felt that these prices often 
excluded many from acquiring the 
commemorative mementoes and ac- 
cordingly it was decided to price the 
official medal of the Pony Express 
Diamond Jubilee at 25c, thus making 
it available to every boy who revels 
in western lore as well as to his 
parents.

The May issue of the Australian 
Stamp Monthly contains a brief note 
which if true is certainly of interest 
to collectors of United States Stamps. 

It is stated that a one fourth cent 
stamp for postage use is to be issued 
expressly for use in St. Thomas and 
the other American Virgin Islands 
(formerly the Danish West Indies). 

The Australian Stamp Monthly 
credits the news to “Stamp Collect- 
ing” an English publication, but so far 
as we are able to state at this time, 
the whole matter must be just another 
British joke.

The original printing order was for 
75,000,000, yet the stamp will doubt- 
less be in demand in California 
throughout the entire length of the 
Exposition and it would be fitting that 
the Department at Washington keep 
them supplied, even should such a 
procedure mean a greatly increased 
printing. 

Numerous handsome and attractive 
first day covers are at hand from 
many friends and the range of cachets 
and pictorial designs is quite wide. 

Our thanks are due The Hill Top 
Stamp Co., of Los Angeles, for two 
attractive designs; Horace Gunthorp 
of San Diego for a cover bearing the 
Official Cachet; Dr. Wm.

Our request for information regard- 
ing the Wisconsin stamp has pro- 
duced an abundance of material which 
we have read over and offer herewith 
for the benefit of Dr. Wilson and any 
other collectors who may be interest- 
ed. Our thanks to Messers Alter, 
Halderman, Lettick, Parsons, Rade- 
macher, Stone, Tesar and Tribe, and 
others for the information they so 
generously supplied. 

The design for the Wisconsin stamp 
was taken from a painting by the 
noted Wisconsin artist, E. W. Deming. 
It represents Jean Nicolet landing at 
what is now Green Bay, Wisconsin. 
It will be noted that he is shooting a 
gun in the air with each hand, a token 
of his friendly intentions to the In- 
dians on the shore, as he is now un- 
armed. Mr. William Carlos Stone, 
that grand old man of stamp collect- 
ing, adds the interesting note that 
Nicolet is wearing a Chinese Man- 
darin’s coat, as he expected that he 
would land in China at the end of his 
journey. The painting is five by four 
feet in size and is now hanging in the 
Wisconsin State Historical Museum 
at Madison, Wisconsin. 

Much of the history of Jean Nic- 
olet’s life has been lost. It is known 
that he was born at Cherbourg, 
France, about 1598. He accompan- 
ied Champlain to Quebec and worked 
there studying the Indians and their 
ways, in order that he might better 
be able to carry on the work of ex- 
ploration and the ever constant search 
for the long-sought Northwest pas- 
sage to China. 

In 1634 Champlain sent him, ac- 
companied by seven Huron Indians, 
on a trip of exploration in the West. 
They went through Lake Huron, then

North by St. Mary’s Straits and 
Mackinac into Lake Michigan and on 
to Green Bay. 

Returning from this trip, in 1637 he 
married Marguerite, daughter of 
Guillaume Couillard. He was grant- 
ed land near Quebec where he settled 
down. On October 29, 1642, while in 
a boat on the Saint Lawrence River, 
he was drowned, being survived by his 
widow and one daughter. 

A photograph of the painting may 
be obtained from Mr. Charles E.

Mr. Herbert F. Bowerman has 
shown us the latest in stamp ‘boon- 
doggery’ if there is such a word. In 
any event, paper, when subjected to 
some chemical, just what we know 
not, shrinks. When applied to stamps 
the result is quite remarkable as the 
lines remain the same but reduced al- 
most half in size. This seems, accord- 
ing to Mr. Bowerman, to happen only 
to purple stamps. Perhaps the chem- 
ical used affects the color of stamps 
other than purple. Will one of our 
chemist readers tell us more about 
the why and wherefore of this seem- 
ing phenomenon? 


EDITORS NOTE: Black stamps if 
soaked in lye water will shrink in this 
manner. I have seen the 17c Wilson 
shrunk to almost half its normal size. 
Perhaps several immersions, drying 
and pressing the stamp between each 
will accomplish this result. It is also 
known that a stamp which has been 
through a fire where it is enclosed in 
a steel safe and subjected to great 
heat will shrink uniformly. A copy 
of a 5c 1847 stamp was first found in 
this condition.

Heard and Seen in Washington 

After ninety days of sale, the Far- 
ley imperforates are now a closed 
book. There is no way of knowing 
yet to just what the total sales 
amounted. But the speculations have 
been many. Perhaps the closest esti- 
mate will be one made by some of the 
Post Office people, that of a million 
and a quarter dollars expended for 
these imperforates and uncut sheets. 

The Agency was extremely busy the 
last week, although the closing day 
was not so busy as the day before. 
Last minute orders were received by 
various Washington people by tele- 


graph, long-distance telephone and 
air-mail. A great many of these last 
minute orders contained extra re- 


quests for the 16-cent airmail-special 
delivery stamp. Apparently this is 
one of the items thought to be good 
for speculation. 

Instead of closing promptly at 12, 
as is customary, a little extra time 
was granted window customers. While 
mail order customers also were given 
the courtesy of extra time, as an- 
nouncement was made that orders 
postmarked as of June 15 would be 
honored. 


AIR MAIL-SPECIAL DELIVERY 


Such a grouping as the above four 
words, should mean the fastest serv- 
ice that Uncle Sam can give his cus- 
tomers in the line of speedy delivery 
of mail matter. Frequently we see 
items in the Postal bulletin calling at- 
tention of postal employees to be on 
the alert to see that all mail bearing 
the stamp with the Great Seal of the 
United States be given preference 
right along the line. 

There seems little or no reasonable 
excuse for the postmasters and postal 
and employees to pass by these 
stamps. There is no other stamp like 
it. Most collectors feel that it is one 
of the most beautiful of stamps. It

One side would bear the pic- 
ture of a messenger boy running and 
the other a picture of one of the mail 
planes. Such a stamp at a glance 
would start the postal employee on a 
rush to get that letter dispatched. 
Still it will be too bad if the only 
stamp of its kind should fall into 
disuse because of negligent handling.

As mentioned before, an upward 
revision for the San Diego first day 
sales and covers is necessary. The 
final figures have been reported now, 
with 357,200 as number of stamps sold 
and 214,042 cancellations.

It is thus shown that only by the 
guidance of experts can we hope to 
get the real facts about all our 
stamps.

STOP AT THE SIGN OF THE STAMP---BERKSHIRE TRAIL---MASS. HIGHWAY No. 9 
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The 2c Saratoga 


This stamp was issued to commemorate the sur- 
render of Genl. Burgoyne to Genl. Gates at Saratoga 
and the battles of Oriskany, Bennington and Fort 
Stanwix, later Fort Schuyler and now included in the 
city of Rome, New York. It was also urged to cele 
brate the first occasion that our flag was under tire 
(at Fort Stanwix, August 3, 1777) but there is a con- 
flict of historical opinion as to whether the flag was 
then actually in use by the army. 


The central design is taken from John Trumbull’s 
painting, “The Surrender of Burgoyne,” which hangs 
in the Congressional Library at Washington. This 
picture shows the flag flying over Gates’ tent but on 
the stamp it was prudently omitted to avoid contro- 
versy. 


The 2c—Surrender of Burgoyne—was issued on 
August 3, 1927, and is recorded only in carmine rose, 
with no known minor varieties. It is perf. 11, un 
watermarked, and 25,628,450 were printed from plates 
19061 to 69 and plate 19106. 


First day covers are from Albany, Rome, Syracuse 
and Utica, New York, in spite of the fact that the 
official announcement again carried the statement of 
first day sale at Washington and at the Agency. 


The Valley Forge 2c 


In spite of the reverence in which Valley Forge is 
held in the minds of the American people, it was with 
great difficulty that the Pennsylvania delegation in 
Congress was at last able to get the Post Office De- 
partment to issue a stamp to commemorate the 150th 
anniversary of the winter which Washington and his 
suffering army spent there the winter of 1777-78. 


The design is taken from the celebrated engraving 
by John C. McRae showing Washington kneeling in 
prayer to Almighty God and asking help for his ill 
clad, discouraged and hungry army that was being so 
terribly neglected by Congress. 


The 2c—Washington at Prayer—was issued on 
May 26, 1928, perf. 11 and unwatermarked. It is 
recorded in light carmine, bright carmine and deep 
carmine lake, with no known minor varieties except 
a slight plate flaw on the left numeral. The total 
issue was 101,330,328, from plates 19493, 94, 95, 96, 
97, 19500, 501 and 19502. 


First day covers are, surprisingly, from Cleveland, 
Ohio, Lancaster, Norristown, Philadelphia, Valley 


United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


Forge and West Chester, Pa. Again philatelists were 
shown recognition, with a special cancelation at the 
Midwest Philatelic Exhibition at Cleveland, and the 
other scattered locations are accounted for by the fact 
that Philadelphia was the nearest large city, West 
Chester the home of Congressman Butler, Norristown 
the home of Congressman Watson, and Lancaster the 
home town of both the 3d Asst. Postmaster General 
and Congressman Greist. 


The Hawaiian Issue 


‘These two stamps were issued in connection with 
the celebration in Hawaii in 1928 of the 150th an- 
niversary of the discovery of the Islands in 1778 by 
Captain James Cook. Special stamps were urged for 
the event, but the Post Office Department finally 
decided to surcharge the current 2c and 5e stamps 
with the inscription “Hawaii” across the face of the 
stamps, with the dates 1778-1928 below, the surcharge 
being in black ink. “They were only placed on sale 
at the post offices in Hawaii and, for the benefit of 
stamp collectors, at the Agency. 


There is nothing whatever attractive about the 
stamps, but they have become decidedly scarce, due 
to the small numbers issued and to the fact that col- 
lectors and dealers did not store away large quantities 
of them while they were in use. Since their scarcity 
became evident several dangerous counterfeits of them 
have come on the market. 


While they were decreed to be good for all ordinary 
postage many postal clerks seemed to be in ignorance 
of this fact and refused to accept them, or marked 
them ‘‘postage due” when found in the mail. They 
were also refused as being “precanceled stamps,” which 
are not allowed on first class mail. 


The 2c—Washington—overprint ‘Hawaii’ with 
dates, was isued on August 13, 1928, rotary press, 
perf. 11 x 10%, no wmk. It is recorded only in 


carmine rose, there being numerous varieties of the 
overprint but only one real minor variety, a broken 
“1” in “1778” which makes it shorter than the other 
letters. 5,519,897 were issued, from plates 18983 and 
84 and 19054 and 55. 


‘The 5c—Roosevelt—also overprint in the same 
manner, appeared on the same date, there being no 
minor varieties, not even the spacing varieties found 
on the 2c. 1,459,897 of them were issued, from plates 
18907 and 18908—a smaller total than even the Se 
Norse-American. 


First day covers are from Honolulu only. 
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Special Delivery—Crack 


A correspondent who asks that his 
name and address be omitted calls 
attention to a cracked plate variety in 


the current 10c special delivery 
stamp. = 
The stamp is in the lower right 


pane of plate 19280 and is the fourth 
stamp from the bottom of the sheet 
on the right hand side. The crack 
runs through the N of TEN and C 
of CENTS.

Stamps Used as Graduation 
Theme 





Raymond Wood of Cleburne, Texas, 
prepared his High School Graduation 
theme by writing “Stories of Famous 
Stamps”. Seven scholars out of a 
class of 150 graduates were placed on 
the program and Raymond was select- 
ed as one of the seven, thus we have 
probably the first record of Postage 
Stamps serving a student in this 
manner. 


Other Silver Jubilees 


While King George’s silver jubilee 
has attracted more philatelic atten- 
tion, it is not the first to be noticed 
by commemorating stamp issues. Rou- 
mania honored King Charles I in 1891 
with five stamps; Bavaria produced 
two beautiful stamps in 1911 for 
Prince Luitpold; Bulgaria issued three 
in recognition of King Ferdinand’s 
twenty-fifth year upon the throne in 
1912; Italy honored King Victor Em- 
manual III in 1925 with two stamps; 
fifty-three varieties of stamps were 
overprinted to mark the silver jubilee 
of King Alphonso XIII of Spain in 
1927. Probably the nearest approach 
to the recent philatelic extravaganza 
of the British colonies came in 1923 
when Queen Wilhelmina of the Neth- 
erlands observed her’ twenty-fifth 
year on the throne. Holland issued

Plate Number Collection 


A letter from J. E. Janis of Akron, 
Ohio, includes four, and now I am 
wondering just how to arrange them. 
I lean greatly to the idea of bunching 
them according to denominations and 
pay no attention to what city they are 
from. Take for instance if the 10c 
comp. number began at 19,000 that 
would be the number one stamp at the 
upper left hand corner of the page. 
Then each one I got from a different 
town would go to the right of the first 
stamp on the sheet if it was from 
plate No. 19,000. 19,001 would be the 
first stamp under the above number 
and would constitute the second row. 
In other words each number would 
have a row. This is of course going 
on the presumption that six or seven 
stamps would be the most you would 
obtain in any one plate number. Such 
a system would necessitate a list of 
the different numbers, so one would 
know where to begin. I think such 
lists are available are they not? Let’s 
hear your views on how to arrange 
a plate number collection. 


What to Pay 


Just what is a right price to pay 
for precancels. Right now the ques- 
tion mark rests after the Bi-Centen- 
nial issue. You note in the magazines 
offers from 2c to 4c per stamp for 
them, that is for individual collectors 
wanting them. Dealers ads in mixed 
lots run at these figures too, but when 
you start taking your pick from ap- 








proval sheets that’s something else 
again. Anywhere from 6c to a quar- 
ter or more. I heard one dealer say 
he could sell all he could get at from 
10 to 15¢ and even up to 25c per 
stamp. Just who buys at these figures 
I don’t know but I do know that they 
are buying the future of the stamps 
at these prices. For I don’t honestly 
believe that ten years from now the 
Bi-Cents will be any more than that 
in price if that high and the purchas- 
er will have actually lost money. Bi- 
Cents at % catalog are not nearly as 
good a buy as Buro Prints at half 
catalog. Even 1/5 catalog for Bi- 
Cents makes them run from 5c to 20c 
each per stamp. All I can say is that 
they are worth more than ordinary 
precancels but not in the class of Buro 
Prints. 


Gran Chaco War Ends
